REPORT OF FIRE WARDS. 


The fire wards respectfully submit the following 
report: 

During the past year the fire department has 
answered two alarms. Although the fires were of a 
trivial nature, the answer to the summons was 
prompt. The fires occurred on the following dates: 
On April 29, 1900, a forest fire near the Greenville 
cemetery, and on Jan. 24, 1901, a small fire in the 
barn of H. J. Taft. The company appeared in the 
parade on Memorial Day by invitation of the G. A. R. 
After reviewing the situation we make the following 
recommendations: 

First, that the town install an electric fire alarm 
system of not less than ten boxes. 

Second, that the water pipes be éxtendee on 
Temple, High, Mill and Pleasant streets. 

Much valuable property is now but partially pro- 
tected, as the success of forcing a stream of water 
through several hundred feet of hose remains in doubt 
so far as we are concerned. We trust that the town 
will take action in regard to this matter on as early 
a date as they deem advisable.
